THOMAS PHILIP PHAGAN 


A Twentieth Century Biographical History of Northern and Western 
Texas. Vol. II, By Capt. B.B. Paddock, 1910 


Among the settlers of Clay county, whose efforts have been felt in 
the domain of agriculture, and whose influence has permeated a com- 
munity of interests with a wide radius, is Thomas P. Phagan, of 


Vashti. His identity with the settlement which his presence honors 
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and his labors have enriched dates from the year 1883 when he pur-" 
chased the tract of land south of the hamlet of Vashti, settled by 
John B, Bird, and assumed charge of this primitive pioneer estate, 

Here he hag exhausted his energies, reaped the rewards of his toil 

and is quietly enjoying the emoluments of an industrious, well-ordered 
and well spent life. On ‘Washington's birthday of 1839 Thomas P. 
Phagan was born in Lincoln county, Tennessee. iis father, John Phagan, 
was born there April 29, 1812, some three years after Philip Phagan, 20¢2. 
our subject's grandfather, settled there. Philip Phagan was brought 
up in North Carolina where his birth occurred in 1778 and, with his 
new wife, made the trip to their new home in Tennessee on horseback. 
Jane Gillham was his wife and their children were: Martha, who mar- 
ried George Kidd; John; Peggie, whose first husband was a Nowlin and 
whose second was a Kidd; Polly, wife of John Dale; Sallie, who mar- 
ried Andrew Cochran (Caughran fw); Betsy, who also married a Dale, 

and Philip Tf. 


John Phagan came to manhood's estate upon his father's farm and fol- 
lowed that vocation himself until he was forty-one years old when he 
erected a grist mill and saw mill, with water-wheel power, along the 
country roadside and conducted that business from 1853 to 1868 when he 
moved to Lawrence county, Alabama, where his death occurred the fol- 
lowing year, He was twice married, his first wife being Eliza Wiley, 
a daughter of Thomas Wiley, a Soutn Carolinian of Irish descent. Thus 
the Irish and the English intermingle and mix, for the great, grand- 
father of our Subject, Philip Phagan, was a born Englishman and esta- 
plished the Phagan family in North Carolina. In February, 1860, 

Eliza Phagan died, being the mother of: James H(amilton, father of 
Howard Phagan fw), who died in 1860, leaving two children; Willian, 
who died at twenty-six leaving & child; Thomas P., our subject; 

Jane, who died as iirs. Byers of Blair, Tennessee, and left a family: 
Mery A., married T.R. Steadman, of Ellis county, Texas; Sarah @., 

wife of John M, Blair, of Ellis county, Yexas; and John W. Phagan, of 
Kaufman county, Texas, For his second wife, John Phagan married 
Arminta Spence and their issue was; Laura, wife of Lawrence Caldwell, 
of Lee county, Mississippi; Emma, married Joseph Caldwell of the same 
county; Caledonia, wife of Mr. Portner, of West Tennessee; Nannie, 
widow of James Clark, of Tennessee, and George, of Lee county, Missis- 
sippi.. 

Thomas P. Phagan passed his youth and early manhood on the farm and 
in the mill, and his education was such as could be acquired in 

the rural schools of his day and time. He gave his services to his 
father till twenty-two years of age and in the autumn of 1861 he 

went into the Confederate Army, Company F, Forty-first Tennessec, 
Captain Harlan George and Colonel Hobert Ferguson, Army of Tennessee 
under Johnston and Brage. The Forty-first Tennessee was captured at 
Fort Donelson, but Mr. Phagan was absent from his command, in the 
hospital, but he rejoined it after its exchange and his first engage- 
ment of. consequence was in the vicinity of Vicks burg and his second 
and last was at Chickamauga, after which he went home on 4 furlough 
and ever afterward remained inside of the Federal lines. 


After the war Mr. Phagan took up farming. Je passed four years in 
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Lawrence county, Alabama, one year back in his home county in tennes~ 
see, and then he came to ‘Texas. He gettled in Ellis county in dune, 
1874, He located on the west line of the county and resumed the life 
of a farmer there for eight years, when he disposed of his interests. 
and became a resident of Clay county. In this county he first pur- 
chased two hundred and fifty-two acres and his labors for nearly 4 
quarter of a century have had to do entirely with its cultivation and . 
improvement. His prosperity has been gradual and permanent and it 
has enabled him to acquire additional real estate, he owning now four 
hundred and ten acres in a body, the same responding generously to 
the family touch. 


May 5, 1864, Mr, Phagan married Mary licharren, @ daughter of James 

and Betsy (Moore) HcFarren, from South Carolina and Tennessee. Their 
other children were: Casina, who died as Mrs. Smith, leaving 4 family; 
James M, and Thomas, of Lincoln county, Vennessee. lirs., Phagan was 
porn November 18, 1839, and is the mother of William B., of beaver 
county, Oklahoma; Ida, wife of W.W, Williams; Thomas of Ryan, Indian 
Territory; John C. of Beaver county, Oklahoma; Lizzie, wife of Lee 
George, of Clay County, has children: Elder, Hester, Ethel, and 
Bonnie; J. Russell, Archie and C. Hall are all with the family home- 
stead. : 


Mr. Phagan's duty as a citizen of his county has been well and faith- 
fully performed. His personal interests have occupied him to the | 
exclusion of other business connections and by reason of his oneness 
of purpose, and remarkable tenacity, he has accomplished @ farmer's 
mission in life. He has never been consumed with political ambitions, 
nor has he waxed exceedingly warm in his enthusiasm for those am-... 
pitious to serve the public, yet, as a Democrat, he has seldom failed 
to vote the party ticket at general elections. He believes in the 
inspiration of the Sacred Book and worships with the adherents of 

the Cumberland Presbyterian faith, For twenty years he served his 
churth as an elder and the promotion of the interests of his denomi- 
nation has lain near to his heart,

William Parkes, son of Yhomas Parkes Jr., 'went west' to quote £,Ii, 
Parkes, who secured practically all of the above information in 1840 
in Wilkes Co. while on a visit to relatives. ‘Went West! does not 
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however mean passed away as it is used in modern phrasing, it means 
merely that he emigrated to some western point unknown to the family 
“tozrapher at the time, 


ambrose Parkes . ‘. 

Ambrose Parkes, first of that name on record, was the son of Thomas 
Parkes Jr., was probably born in Wilkes County, §.C,, where he lived 
many years, He was born possibly about the year 1765. From the time 
of his marriage the information is clear as family records have been 
kept with care and handed down from generation to generation. 


He married Frances Isbell, daughter of Livingston Isbell and 

Martin Isbell, For the Isbell family see Volume I. hotable Southern 
Families. The marriage.took place some time previous to 1790, when 
Ambrose Parkes is given in Wilkes County in the f.C. census as the 
head of a family with four in family including two males under stxteen 
(presumably sons) two females (presumably wife and one daughter) and 
three slaves showing that he was fairly prosperous. It is on record 
in the family annals that later when his daughters were grown that he 
gave to each of them a slave, probably he gave his sons an equal value 
in property, 


lie gave to his daughter, Nartha Parkes’ who married Benjamin Isbell 

a slave named Milly. Milly survived her young mistress many years and 
wag a faithful servant to her children and children's children, she 
is remembered by the surviving grandchildren as a very capable person 
and the 'boss' of the other negroes on the plantation. 


Ambrose Parkes and Frances Isbell Parkes moved about the time their 
children were grown to Tennessee where several of the sons and daugh- 
ters had settled and later went on to Missouri where they probably ~ 
both died. They were living there in 1837. From that date however I 
have no other record of them.

The foregoing information was given to me by Martha Parkes’ daughter 
liiriem Isbell ‘‘urnley and Missouri Isbell McMillan, Missouri Isbell 
Necliillan says she received information from her aunt Prudence Isbell 
Carleton in 1861. She say, "ify Mother (Martha ParkesIsbell) had 
brothers who had settled at or near Lynchburg, Tennessee. Some of the 
family moved to the State of Missouri and that is how I came to be 
named Migsouri. When I was the youngest child .(1837).mother receiv-~ 
ed a letter from grandmother telling her that she was coming to hid- 
dle ‘iennessee (from Missouri) for a visit and for her to meet her © 
there. For some reason, mother felt she could not leave home, and she 
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wrote that she could not go. But after the letter was written she 
grieved so much that my father had her get ready and with babe (my- 
self, Missouri) nurse, Frénces and Martin my sister and brother, took 
the carriage and made "the trip; but on getting therelate one evening: 
found her mother gone. She had left that morning. She never saw her 
mother again. Sister Frances told me about this trip shortly before 
her death," 


Thus it will be seen that in 1837, the year of Missouri Isbell's birth 
Frances Isbell Parkes was living and made the trip from her home in 
Missouri to Tennessee and return. It is believed that she died.short- 
ly after this date. She was then between sixty and seventy years of 
age. her husband Ambrose Parkes was @ few years older. 


Martin Livingston Parkes 
Martin Livingston Parkes, son of Ambrose Parks and Frances Isbell 
Parkes bears family names, showing descent from Livingston and Martin.

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LINCOLN COUNTY - Its Natural Resources, Improvements, BUC. 
Fayetteville Observer May 6, 1869 written by "A Traveller" 


We invite. special attention to the following detailed.account of Lin- 
coln.county. We doubt if so good a description of the county has ever 
been written. Traveller is a gentleman of judgment, observation and 
skill, a competent judge to report upon all the topics that he touches. 
We hope to have from the same pen, similar accounts of other counties, 
with now and then a sketch of some of the pest farms: 





Mr. Editor: Sometime since I promised to give you a few jottings as 

I passed along. As I have now become somewhat familiar with a large 
portion of Lincoln county, I will take it as a subject. It is bounded 
north by Marshall and Bedford, east by Franklin, south by Alabama, 
west by Giles, and has a population of about 25,000, of all colors. 
Its county seat is Fayetteville, population 2,000, about fifteen bus- 
iness houses, 211 doing a flourishing business. 


Topographical Features, 

Generally rolling, are broken into low hills or ridges, from 150 to 
300 feet in height, and cut from east to west (running south-westerly ) 
through the center, by & narrow, deep and beautiful winding stream, 
called Elk river. Its tributaries (in this county) Lost, Mulberry, 
Norris, Cane and Swan Creeks, coming in on the north side, have their 
sources in what is generally known 4s Elk Ridge, (which divides the 
waters of Elk and Duck river.) and are from fifteen to thirty miles in 
length, meandering through 4 rich clay soil, having low panks, along 
which are scattered some of the finest farms in Middle Tennessee. In 
fact all of the lands lying north of the Elk, above described, average: 
with the best soils of Tennessee. The streams (with one exception) 
coming in on the south side, are short, falling abruptly from the 
high plateau, called the barrens, to the edge of the alluvial pasins, 
that occasionally form the south bank of the Elk. 


Forests. 

Consist of the following varieties. Yellow and White Poplar, Sugar, 
Beech, White, Chinquapin, Post and Black Oaks, Walnut, Hickory, and 
Linn, on the good lands, while the barrens are covered with Blackjack, 
Post, Pin, White and Black Oaks, with some Chestnut Oak, Chestnut, 
Cedar and Yellow Pine. 


Turnpikss. 

The Turnpike leading from Fayetteville to Shelbyville, lies up Norris 
Creek, and is about twenty-five miles in length, has never been 
thoroughly repaired since the late war, but could soon be put in 
good condition at 4 trifling expense. The Turnpike leading from 
Fayetteville, via Mulberry to Lynchburg, crosses Norris Creek a short 
distance from its mouth, and after passing a low ridge, passes into 
one of the most beautiful valleys in Middle Tennessee, (the Mulberry ) 
everywhere dotted with comfortable residences and well cultivated 
farms, After crossing the west fork of Mulberry, near Mulberry Post- 
office, it stretches away up the east fork to the village of Lynch- 
burg, near the north-east corner of the county. There is also a 
Turnpike leading from Petersburg to Shelbyville, however, only a few 
miles of which is in Lincoln county. This pike:is in fair condition, 
and is one of the main outlets for the northern half of the county, 
Petersburg being near the heart of Cane Creek. 
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Of these, but little can be said, except that they are passable during 
the dry season, Several projects are on foot, designed to perfect a. 

system of Turnpikes radiating from Fayetteville, to enable the farmer. 
to throw his produce upon the market, when it is at the highest price. 


Railroads. 

The railroad leading from Fayetteville to Decherd, on the Nashville 
and Chattanooga railroad, is partly a pranch of the Southwestern 
railroad, from Danville, Ky., to Gadsden, Ala,, crosses Norris Creek 
at one half mile, Mulberry at three miles, and Elk River at Six miles, 
and thence gradually ascends to the plateau of the barrens, upon 
which it keeps to its junction with the Nashville and Chattanooga 
railroad, It is about forty miles in length, and a good second class 
railroad, Although it serves the purpose of Lincoln county, I under- 
stand that it does not pay much into the State Treasury. 


A charter for a railroad leaving the Nashville and Decatur railroad at 
Franklin, and running south and south-easterly to Lewisburg, Fayette-_ 
ville, and thence to Huntsville, is being obtained, or in completion. 
This route takes the road through a rich country until after it passes 
Fayetteville, and strikes the barrens. It is comparatively level, 
and would have but two bridges of any importance to build. This route 
is altogether practicable, and would nearly double the value of Mar- 
shall and Lincoln counties, if this railroad could pe built along it. 
An extension of the present railroad from Fayetteville, is often dis- 
cussed with much interest. - 


Geology. 

North of Elk river, the soil is composed principally of the Nashville 
group of rocks, (a geological distinction made by our former State 
Geologist, Dr. J.M. Safford, and is now the generally received name 
for an immense bed of limestone which underlies Middle Tennessee. ) 

The decaying of these rocks has formed a rich friable clay soil, 

which so generally distinguishes Middle Tennessee, and enables it to 
pooduce such a large variety of vegetation necessary for the animal 
‘kingdom, The beds of the streams, the soil of the valleys, and slopes 
of the hills and ridges are generally from these rocks, while the tops 
of the highest hills and ridges are capped with black slate, (the only 
devonian rock known in Middle Tennessee) or the lower rocks belonging 
to the sub-carboniferous, which are the prevailing formation in the 
parrens,. . i 


Soil and Climate, 

The soil is so productive that almost all the great staples of the 
U.S. are here raised in great abundance; cotton, corn, wheat, and to- 
pacco, being the chief grown for market. 


The climate is so very favorable that all middle latitude fruits are 
grown with ease and in abundance. 

Fruits. ee a ts 

Apples, pears, peaches, plums, cherries and grapes flourish here, 
and are not so subject to the evils that pursue them elsewhere in 
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(cont'd Lincoln County) - 

Middle Tennessee. Col. Jo Greer, near Petersburg has an apple orch- 
are that has failed but once in twenty-two years. It is situated on 
a north-eest slope. Many others in that vicinity have been quite or 
nearly as successful. - This fruit is lerge, fine and free from all 
insect pests, Late frosts do not work the harm here as in most parts 
of Middle Tennessee. . 

In conversation with one of the leading physicians of Fayetteville, 
Dr, C,A, Diemer, a gentleman of extensive information, and thoroughly 
‘practical, I learned that he had experimented with several of the 
best varieties of grapes, such as Concord, Diana, Catawba, Isabella, 
Delaware, Scuppernong, etc, He assured me that all had proved @ suc- 
cess. Having made on his Concord vines, seven crops in ten years. 

A four year old vine bore twenty-six pounds of grapes, single bunches 
of which weighed upwards of 4 pound. - The Doctor is satisfied that a 
good: soil, well prepared by deep ploughing, (say ten inches) with 
well rooted layers, put out carefully, will bring 4 good crop of 
grapes the third year, and rarely ever fail afterwards, and from his 
experience, could be made the most lucrative business in the country. 
He sells his wine for 410 per gallon, but only for medical purposes. 
To make good strong rooted layers the vine should be laid down it. 
July, and separated from the main vine during winter. - They are then 
ready for transplanting in the earliest spring. - Care should be 
taken not to have the ground too rich so as to produce long jointed 
canes, as the shorter jointed healthy canes can pe raised more suc-. 
cessfully. ‘Your vineyard should be grown on 4 trellis, never on 4 
stake. If vines are produced from cuttings they should be laid 
nearly horizontal, so as not to produce what are generally known as 
foot roots; none but surface roots are of value to the vine..,.the 
Doctor is of Swiss dessent, and.his father was a successful vine 
dresser in the State of Georgia, where during his boyhood the Doctor 
got his first lessons... 


Water Power, 

Elk river is remarkably fortuous in its course through this county, 
and ig furnished with those long loop like bends, which, without a 
very ee outlay, can be cut across and ample power obtained by 
turning the whole river through a .canal 800 to 1,000 feet in length 
producing sufficient fall to run the largest cotton or woolen mills 
in the world. Just such a site is owned by Dr. Moses H. Bonner, 
(who now resides in Nashville) about six miles above Fayetteville, . 
and immediately on the railroad, - There is also another site owned 
by Col. Jas. B. Lamb, of Fayetteville, about three miles below the 
town. I have heard of other points of equal importance in this 
county. 
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Manufactories, 

At Fayetteville, there is 4 woolen factory just going into opera- 
tion, which will run 312 spindles and consume 150,000 pounds of wool 
per year. On the same premises there is a tannery and shoe and boot 
shop, and when both establishments are running, there are employed 
about wenty-five hands. These establishments are now owned by J. tT. 
Medearis & Co., all men of Business tact, industry and enterprise. 


There are several flouring and grist mills above and below town on 
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At Lynchburg, a village of about 500 inhabitants, there is a cotton 
factory, employing about fifteen hands and ‘run 432 spindles, when in 
full running order, consumes about 90,000 pounds of cotton per year. 
This enterprise is owned by Messrs. Womack & Dance, men of capacity 
and untiring energy. There is also a large steam flouring and grist 
mill with a saw mill attached, owned by Holt, Hiles & Berry. 


There is another cotton factory south of Elk river, in the eastern. : 
portion of the county;.:which belongs to Mr. Henry Warren, and was 
established before the late war, employs about twenty-hands and runs 
574 spindles, consuming about 120,000 pounds of cotton per year. 


There are many steam saw mills. running in various directions, which, 
with her thousand farms being prepared to receive the ingoing seed, 
gives to old Lincoln the appearance of thrift, enterprize and well to 
do, for which she has always had the honor of being in the front rank 
with her sister counties of Middle Tennessee.

NANCY DODSON 
Contributed by Mr. Gray (see above ) 


Nancy Dodson was born March 14, 1782, at her parents' homestead in 
western NC, probaby in what is now eastern Tennessee, the daughter 

of (Elijah) Dodson and his wife, Martha 'patty', maiden name unknown. 
Her father's death occurred when she was about three yearS old, and 
she was reared by her widowed mother in Wilkes co., NC. 





On or about August 11, 1800 Nancy married John MeGee/MeGee according 
to a marriage bond filed in Wilkes co., NO John's brother-in-law, 
Isaac Hagler, served as their bondsman and witness. 


John MeGee/MceGee’ was the gon of David MeGee of the Beaver Creek 
area of Wilkes Co., NC. On April 24, 1802, John purchased from his 
father 80 acres of land on both sides of Beaver Creek in Wilkes 
Go., NC, Deed Bk, C-1, Pp. 394, It appears that John died about 
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(Cont'd Dodson data) 


January 1806, since household provisions were "laid off for his 
widow and family" on February 15, 1806 in Wilkes Co., NC° Will Bk. 
2, p. 175. Nancy's brother, Joel Dodson, was appointed Administra- 
tor of John's estate, The civil court records of Wilkes Co. show 
that Joel attempted to collect debts owed to John for a period of 
at least 15 years. 


John and Nancy apparently made their home in Wilkes Co. during their 
marriage, and this is where their two children were born. They also 
appear to have been recorded in the 1800 census of Wilkes Co., in 
John's father, David MeGee's home (p. 52 of that census). Nancy 
apparently moved with her family in the 1808, 1809, period to TN., 
where they were living in the Stewart Creek area of Lincoln COi, 
when this county was formed in late 1809. John and Nancy's 

children are: 1- Lettice 'Letty!' Megee/McGee, who was born July 

27, 1801 and married George Koonce 2- . William McGee, who was born 
February 1, 1805 and married Martha 'patsy! Patterson.
